Your  Board  of  Selectmen  spent  many  hours  this  year  in  a 
revaluation  of  real  estate  taxes.  We  increased  our  valuation 
by  14%  but  our  Town  Budget  was  increased  by  16%  at  Town 
Meeting   -   therefore,    our   tax  rate  remained  about  tiie  same. 

On  May  5th  our  town  became  known  as  "SPACETOWN  U.S.A." 
because  of  Commander  Shepard's  historical  flight.  The  Board 
would  like  to  publicly  thank  all  the  people  who  worked  so  hard 
to  decorate  the  town,  etc.,  on  this  wonderful  day. 

We  have  started  the  Rollins  Street  Extension  project  and  it 
will  be  finished  in  the  spring.  This,  we  hope,  will  help  to 
alleviate  the  traffic  on  Broadway  a  little  and  also  reduce  the 
school  transportation  cost. 

Our  shoe  industry  is  running  fine  and  employs  many  of  our 
people. 

We  have  a  new  industry,  the  Derry  Wood  Products  Co.  moving 
into  the  former  Derry  Dressed  Poultry  building  on  Maple  St., 
which   expects    to   employ  fifty   or   sixty   people  in  the  future. 

We  hope  to  have  our  main  street  paved  in  1962. 

We  trust  the  following  report  will  explain  the  operation  of 
the  Town  to  the  taxpayers.

We  are  pleased  to  report  a  definite  increase  in  both  circu- 
lation and  new  registrationsduringthepastyear.lt  is  interesting 
to  note  there  has  been  a  gain  of  over  800  juvenile  books  loaned, 
and    a   decided   interest   in   adult   non-fiction   has  been  shown.

An  Appeal  from  your  Forest  Fire  Warden 

In  these  days  of  constantly  rising  taxes  and  wages,  any 
unnecessary  expense  is  an  added  burden  on  everyone's  pocket- 
book' -yours  and  mine.  Forest  fires  cost  money  and  damage 
our  valuable  woodlands.  Lightning  sets  some  forest  fires,  but 
we  have  no  control  over  lightning.  Children  cause  many  fires. 
Ninety-eight  percent  of  our  forest  fires  result  from  human 
carelessness -our  carelessness.  This,  we -you  and  I,  can  do 
something  about. 
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When  we  require  you  to  obtain  a  permit  for  out-of-doors 
burning  or  forbid  you  to  bum  on  days  of  high  fir&  danger  or 
set  up  regulations,  hours,  etc.,  governing  the  use  of  the  town 
dump  we  are  simply  protecting  yours  and  the  town's  interests. 

The  ever  present  threat  of  forest  fires  is  the  concern  of  all 
of  us;  the  responsibility  for  preventing  them  is  ours  and  the 
costs  of  extinguishing  are  ours.  We  can  do  something  about 
this  problem,  by  being  aware  of  and  alert  to  the  danger  and  by 
cooperating  with  your  warden. 

Do  the  things  that  are  required  of  you: 

1.  Follow  the  Warden's  directions. 

2.  Secure  the  required  burning  permit. 

3.  Keep  your  fires  under  control. 

4.  Completely  extinguish  your  fires 
before  leaCving  them. 

5.  See  that  your  children  are  properly 
cautioned. 

Everyone  will  benefit  by  it.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Derry  qualified  to  vote 
in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  instructed  to  meet  at  Veterans  Memorial 
Building  in  said  Town  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next, 
at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  actupon  the  following  subjects: 

By  vote  of  the  Selectmen,  the  polls  for  this  meeting  will 
remain  open  from  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoonuntil  seven  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  and  as  much  longer  thereafter  as  the  Town, 
at  the  openi'ng  of  the  meeting,  may  vote. 

1.  To  elect  a  Selectman  for  three  years.  Town  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Collector  of  Taxes,  Library  Trustees,  Trustees 
of  the  Trust  Funds,  Cemetery  Trustee,  Auditors  and  other 
necessary  Town  officials  for  the  year  ensuing. 


2,  To  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  for  laying 
out  and  repairing  highways,  for  building  and  repairing  bridges, 
for  suppression  of  moths,  for  police  department  and  municipal 
court,  for  hydrant  service  and  electric  lights,  for  payment  of 
bonded  indebtedness,  for  salaries  of  Town  Officials,  for  the 
Board  of  Health,  for  the  expense  of  the  Town  Hall,  for  support 
of  the  libraries,  for  State  and  County  taxes,  for  the  observances 
of  Memorial  Day,  for  aid  to  the  Derry  Visiting  Nurse 
Association,  for  playground  purposes  and  for  band  concerts, 
for  co-operating  with  the  State  and  Federal  governments  in 
the  control  of  insect  pests  and  white  pine  blister  and  for  all 
necessary  charges  arising  in  said  Town,  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 
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3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
at  public  auction  and  convey  any  real  estate  acquired  through 
deeds  from  the  Collector  of  Taxes  or  as  reimbursement  for 
assistance  furnished  to  citizens,  providing  that  in  the  case 
of  tax  deeded  real  estate  the  previous  owner,  or  his  heirs, 
if  known,  shall  have  the  first  opportunity  to  purchase  the  same, 
and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  incur 
debts  for  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  taxes  of  the 
municipal  year  in  which  such  debts  are  incurred  and  made 
payable  therefrom,  by  such  vote,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto.
